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Future for club 


A NIGHTCLUB’S ‘£1 for 
a drink’ promotion is 
facing opposition from 
police. 

Insp Simon Clifton, New¬ 
market’s police chief, told 
town councillors that he was 
concerned about advert¬ 
ising on the front of High 
Street club Innocence which 
proclaims a ‘£l-a- drink’ for 
a July 4 celebration night. 

“It’s something we will talk to 
the club about,” he told mem¬ 
bers of the town council, meet¬ 
ing at the Memorial Hall almost 
opposite the club. 

But he told councillors that 
problems of drink-fuelled 
violence related to the town’s 
“night-time economy” had 
showed a marked reduction. 

“Serious violence due to drink 
and drugs is down 45 per cent 
on this time last year,” he said. 
In April and May there have 
been 95 violent crimes recorded 
in the town. 

He told councillors that the 
recession had played a part with 
the recent closure of the Orange 
House pub, opposite Innocence 
and close to the town’s other 
nightclub, De Niro’s. 

Members of the town council 
have previously expressed 
concern about public per¬ 
ception of violence in the High 
Street on weekend nights. 
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They have also taken up the 
issue of disturbance and litter in 
nearby streets, including Fitzroy 
Street, Doris Street and Black 
Bear Lane. The issue has been 
discussed at safer neighbour¬ 
hood team meetings. 

Jason Newell, managing 
director of Innocence, said: “We 
haven’t heard anything from the 
police or local authorities about 
this. 

“We’re only offering £1 per 
drink for the first hour and 
customers are not allowed to 
bulk-buy. 

“But if it’s something that’s 
causing concern we will work 
closely with the police and 
other authorities to resolve any 
issues. We’re not doing anything 
different to any other venue in 
the town. 

“I’m sure the police have 
better things to do than worry 
about a £1 per drink promotion 
for an hour.” 

Extra police are brought into 
the town most weekends to deal 
with the influx of people 
attracted by the clubs and late- 
licence pubs. 

On some bank holiday 
weekends the police also bring 
in horses from the City of 
London force to help maintain 
order.

West Suffolk Community 
Safety Partnership helped 
fund the sun shields which 
carry the message: “Do you 
have information about 
crime in this area? 

“Call Suffolk Police 01473 
613500 or Crimestoppers 
0800 555 111.” 

Dave Gilson, senior crime 
reduction officer, said: “We 
want people to be vigilant 
and pass on any information 
about suspicious activity or 
crime in their area. 

“Without this input from 
the public it can take much 
longer for officers to gather 
information on offences or 
incidents, or police may not 
even know that a problem 
exists.” 


‘Aloof council 
angers traders 


ANGRY traders have comp¬ 
lained that councillors did not 
speak to them before launch¬ 
ing a clamp-down on High 
Street ‘'clutter/' 

Shops and cafes in Newmarket 
have been told they need planning 
consent and a licence to put tables 
and chairs and advertising A-boards 
on the pavement. 

The action is part of a “Clean Up” 
campaign led by the mayor, Cllr lane 
Bailey, and backed by the town 
council. 

Letters have been sent out to the 
businesses by Forest Heath District 
Council, the planning authority, 
warning businesses that they need 
official consent, if they have not 
already got it. 

But Larry Kirwan, owner of the 
Clocktower Cafe, told town 
councillors he was disappointed that 
none of them had been to discuss the 
issue with him or any of the other 
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affected business. 

He said: “I’m not here to complain 
about having to get planning 
permission. If that’s the law then I’ll 
abide by that. 

“What I’m complaining about is 
the negative and aloof attitude shown 
by town councillors. 

“Most of us try to keep positive 
despite the economic climate. But it’s 
hard to keep a smile on your face 
when you lot (the council) are doing 
what you’re doing about a few A- 
boards.” 

Bernadette Darnell, who runs a 
shop in Old Station Road, New¬ 
market, told a town council meeting 
on Monday: “I find it quite dis¬ 
illusioning at the little help we get 
from councillors. 

“Small businesses are the life-blood 
of Newmarket. People are fed up with 


the same old chain stores, but it 
doesn’t help us at all with your 
position. We have to advertise to 
encourage people to come to our 
shop.” 

Cllr Bailey said: “No-one is saying 
you shouldn’t have A-boards, but they 
should have the proper permission 
and should be positioned where they 
don’t cause an obstruction and are 
taken in at night. 

“We have a position at the top of 
Sun Lane where there are seven A- 
boards left out all the time. One was 
thrown through someone’s window 
so that someone could steal 
property.” 

She said that at least half the 
people who spoke to councillors 
during a recent clean-up litter 
picking session were visitors to the 
town who said they liked to visit 
Newmarket for shopping. 

She said new official signs were 
planned to direct shoppers to areas 
off the High Street. 


Gearing up for 2,000 miles 


A TEENAGER from Swaffham Prior is 
gearing up to take on the feat of a 
lifetime - a 2,000-mile cycle ride 
from Istanbul to Cambridge. 

Michael Bourne, 19, will embark on 
the solo expedition from Turkey to the 
UK on Sunday in a bid to raise money 
and awareness for charity Medecins 
Sans Frontieres (MSF). 

The former Hills Road Sixth Form 
College student is currently in New 
Zealand as part of a gap year. 

But instead of flying straight back 
home, Michael has decided to stop in 
Istanbul and complete his journey by 
bike. 

Michael said this would be “a 
massive personal challenge” for him. 
He will cover between 100km and 
150km per day unsupported. 

Michael spent six months working 
as a theatre support worker at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital during the 
first half of his gap year before setting 


off to travel around New Zealand. 

He said: “Overall I like a jolly good 
adventure and I reckon you can’t get 
more adventurous than cycling across 
the continent.” 

MSF, Michael’s chosen charity, is a 
medical relief organisation dedicated 
to bringing help to people in the worst 
circumstances in the world. 

He said: “While I was working in 
the theatres at Addenbrooke’s I 
realised how lucky we are as a 
developed nation to have so many 
incredible world-class medical staff 
and so much state-of-the-art 
equipment. 

“I think it would be easy to take our 
outstanding medical services for 
granted when many people in the 
world do not have it at all.”

Pornographic magazines have also been found 
as well as items related to drug use or drug 
dealing and an empty cash till - thought to have 
been stolen. 

A council spokeswoman said all the suspicious 
material had been reported to the police.

Proposals for schools’ trust wins 
support ‘in principle’ from town 


A NEW schools’ trust has been given 
support “in principle” by town 
councillors. 

The proposal to set up a trust, which 
would be able to apply for grants to pay 
for school nurses and family support 
workers, was outlined to Newmarket town 
council by Dr Bob Cadwalladr, head of 
Newmarket College. 

He said the idea came from talks 
between heads of a number of schools in 
the town and was aimed at achieving 
greater co-operation following the 
controversial reorganisation to a two-tier 
education system. 

Moves towards the two-tier system, 
which involves closing the town’s two 
middle schools, are due to start this 
autumn. 

He said a trust would allow schools to 


get more resources and apply for grants 
which were not currently available for 
individual schools. 

“A trust is something that’s quite new 
and quite ‘sexy’ in terms of school 
organisation and school governance,” he 
said. 

In Bedfordshire there is a trust covering 
a ‘pyramid’ of 19 schools but some other 
trusts apply to a single school. 

“Here we’re looking at working across a 
number of schools. It would be an 
umbrella for partnership working,” he 
said. 

Dr Cadwalladr said he hoped a trust 
could be formally launched in September 
2010 . 

“It’s about raising standards in schools 
whether they are small schools or big 
schools,” he said. 


So far four schools have expressed an 
interest in being part of a trust. 

Talks about the trust have already been 
held with local education authority, 
church authorities, British Racing School 
and West Suffolk College. 

Dr Cadwalladr said trusts which had 
been set up in other areas had been able 
to obtain funding of up to £10,000 per 
school. 

But he told the council he could not 
guarantee that similar amounts of cash 
would be available for Newmarket 
schools. 

The council accepted a suggestion from 
Cllr Bill Sadler that the trust should be 
given support “in principle” with the 
council to review its position as the 
proposal develops at each stage.

American jets 
switch bases 

AMERICAN airforce jets 
from the Lakenheath 
base will switch flying 
operations to different 
bases for a week while 
runway repairs are 
carried out. 

The F-15 planes from 
the 48th Fighter Wing 
will operate from the 
neighbouring Mildenhall 
base and RAF 
Coningsby in 
Lincolnshire while the 
work is carried out from 
the end of flying 
operations on Friday. 
Aircraft are due to return 
to Lakenheath from 
Monday July 6. 

The work will require the 
closure of the aircraft 
spotters’ viewing area to 
allow access to 
contractors’ vehicles. Lt 
Col David Allen, director 
of operations for the 
squadron, said the 
repairs were essential to 
ensuring the long-term 
safety of the runway.

he had not brought the 
council into disrepute. 

Cllr McCloud, a 
Liberal Democrat, 
joined the council a year 
ago after winning a by- 
election in Red Lodge, 
near Newmarket, which 
he represents with Cllr

Chambers, a Conserv¬ 
ative. 

Bruce Laws, the 
investigating officer, 
said the issue arose after 
council meetings when 
Cllr McCloud was told 
he could not raise an 
issue about pollution 
from lorry traffic 
affecting children’s 
health. 

Cllr Chambers told 
one of the meetings that 
he was only going to 


express a personal 
opinion. 

He sent out an email 
to almost every member 
of the council in 
November explaining 
his concern about traffic 
fumes. 

He concluded it by 
saying: “As for Cllr 
Chambers attempting 
to denigrate my 
comments stating 'They 
were only councillor 
McCloud’s personal 
opinions’: how could 
she possible know what 
I was about to say, how 
could anyone know 
until I had finished. 

“You know they used 
to burn witches at the 
stake for professing to 
have such abilities.” 

After the hearing, Cllr 
McCloud, 77, said he 
would be happy to 
receive more training in 
the council’s procedures 
and code of conduct. 

“I should have had it a 
year ago, so I’m quite 
happy about that. But I 
don’t know how I can 
apologise when I 
haven’t done anything 
wrong.”

Housing and stables plan ‘not 
essential’ for racing industry 


A SCHEME to build homes and 
stables in Newmarket have met 
opposition. 

Plans for two houses and 
stables have been rejected on 
the grounds that the 
development is not essential for 
the continuation or 
improvement of the horse 
racing industry in the town. 

It is the latest planning 
application involving Kremlin 
House, in the town’s Snailwell 
Road. 

Two separate applications 
were submitted to Forest Heath 
District Council by Pagets Farm 
and Kremlin Stud as a 
resubmission of earlier 
applications which were 


withdrawn before planners 
made a decision. 

One application was for a 
four-bedroom staff 

accommodation and the other 
was for a five-bedroom trainer’s 
house, nine stables, a horse 
walker and muck bunker. 

Planners have ruled that the 
scheme breaches policies design 
to protect Newmarket’s 
horseracing industry. 

They have said the proposals 
would “adversely affect” the 
existing horseracing 

establishment at Kremlin Stud. 

There have been a number of 
planning applications affecting 
the area.

Flu-hit school 
closes doors 


LIFE has been carrying on 
as normal in a village where 
the primary school has 
closed because of a swine 
flu outbreak. 

Youngsters from Burwell Village 
College Primary School, where 
three pupils have been diagnosed 
with the virus, have been enjoying 
the time off from school. 

But some people were surprised 
to see children playing together 
around the village - one of the 
biggest in Cambridgeshire. 

Joan Lonsdale, who chairs the 
parish council, said: “As a village, 
we’re fairly resilient. It’s a pity it’s 
happened, but people are going 
about their business as normal. 

“While we’re getting known for 
having swine flu, we’re just getting 
on with it. 

“I don’t detect any real anxiety, 
although there is a concern for 
some of the elderly and less-well 
residents. If people are already 
feeling poorly, they don’t need to 
catch anything else. 

“What has surprised me is 
seeing children around the village. 
I don’t know what instruction was 
given to parents - and this isn’t a 
criticism of anyone - but it just

seemed strange to close the school 
and then let the children mix with 
everyone around the village.” 

The church fete in Burwell on 
Saturday went ahead as planned. 

Canon Stephen Earl, the vicar, 
said guidance had been issued by 
the diocese and people taking 
communion could dip their 
communion wafer in the wine 
rather than drinking from the 
chalice. 

“We’re just being urged not to 
overreact, but if there are more 
cases, we will have to review the 
situation.” 

The Health Protection Agency 
said there had been a further six 
cases of swine flu diagnosed in the 
region. But they could not say 
where exactly they were reported 
from. 

Burwell Village College Primary 
school, which has more than 400 
pupils, is closed until today 
(Thursday). Impington Village 
College was also closed this week, 
when two cases were confirmed. 

A parent at Burwell has 
complained that they were not 
told about the outbreak for two 


days. She said, in an email to the 
Weekly News, that staff at the 
school knew about the disease 
two days before a letter was sent 
home to parents on Tuesday. 

She claimed that a pregnant 
teacher at the school had been 
told on Monday not to come to 
school on Tuesday. 

She said most parents were 
keeping their children at home 
and the streets and parks were 
“like a ghost town”. 

No one was available at the 
school to comment. 

If you do catch swine flu, expect 
to have symptoms similar to a 
mild respiratory disease, such as a 
sore throat, aching joints, 
shivering and feeling cold. 

Professor of Virology at the 
University of Reading, Ian Jones, 
said: “In people who’ve had it and 
have recovered, the symptoms are 
no different from what you’d 
consider a common cold, so you’re 
feeling down and out for a couple 
of days and then you appear to get 
better over the course of seven to 
10 days.” 

“If you suspect you have the 
symptoms, then seek treatment 
from your GR who might prescribe 
Tamiflu.”

‘Postcode lottery’ in 
prostate treatment 


MEN in one part of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire are almost five 
times less likely to die from 
prostate cancer as those in 
other areas, campaigners have 
said. 

The death rate for men 
living in south-east Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is 12 per 100,000 - 
49 per cent below the average 
for England - while in 
Tottenham, it is 57 deaths per 
100,000 people - 131 per cent 
above the average. 

Figures show almost one in 


five parliamentary con¬ 
stituencies have death rates 
from prostate cancer more 
than 25 per cent above the 
English average. 

The country’s 2007 average is 
25 deaths per 100,000 people, 
adjusted for age. 

The Prostate Cancer Charter 
for Action, which analysed 
Office for National Statistics 
(ONS) data, says men are 
suffering from a postcode 
lottery 

It adds that treatment guide¬ 


lines are not always being 
followed. 

Spokesman and consultant 
urologist Dr Frank Chineg- 
wundoh said there was 
evidence of some improve¬ 
ment, but men suffered from 
inequality in accessing 
services. 

“It is not enough that 
prostate cancer services are 
improving as a whole if 
patients face such a lottery in 
the care they receive,” he said.

Gilson said: “Busy town 
centres and other public 
places can attract 
opportunist thieves who 
target vulnerable 
people, whether they are 
elderly or distracted 
with children, or just 
those who are happy to 
help someone else in a 
shop. 

He added: “We would 
ask shoppers to be on 
their guard.” 


Investigation into hard-sell 
sales of mobility aids 

POLICE and trading standards officers have 
warned of “pushy” sales staff who are targeting 
vulnerable people and persuading them to buy 
mobility aids they might not want. 

Suffolk police and county council trading 
standards chiefs have issued a warning after 
complaints about the action of a company that 
have made cold calls on some vulnerable 
householders. 

After an initial call by a telephone canvasser, who 
implies they are acting on behalf of social 
services, the householders are visited by a sales 
person who uses “hard-sell” techniques, 
according to the police. 

One frail elderly woman paid between £4,000 
and £5,000 for a bath lift and reclining chair she 
did not need. 

Reg Ruffles, assistant county trading standards 
officer for Suffolk, said up to 400 complaints 
against the same company were being 
investigated by the northern “Scambusters” 
team. There have also been complaints in 
Norfolk. 

“People should have nothing to do with any 
company claiming to be acting on behalf of 
social services or making a survey of their 
mobility needs,” he said.

Scrap ‘superhead’ image 
says leading academic 

A LEADING Cambridge University academic 
has called for schools to scrap the image of 
the “superhead” to control “grossly-inflated” 
expectations placed on headteachers. 

Peter Gronn, the new professor of 
education, criticised the “lingering culture of 
heroism” associated with the model 
developed during the 1980s and ’90s, that 
suggested improvements in struggling 
schools could be driven by a single 
charismatic figure. 

Prof Gronn argues that, while running a 
school today is more complex than in 
previous decades, the heroic leader-figure 
notion has not disappeared. 

As a result, many senior staff are still 
burdened with “the feeling that they are 
obliged to fulfil the often grossly-inflated 
expectations placed upon them by other 
people”. 

Speaking at his inaugural lecture at the 
Cambridge Faculty of Education, Prof Gronn 
said: “The expectations we place on school 
leaders have to be scaled down to a reason¬ 
able level. 

“Headteachers and leadership figures don’t 
just act alone, they are part of a network of 
relationships with others who together get 
the job done.”

A MAN suffered cuts and bruises when he 
was attacked by three youths. 

The “unprovoked” attack happened in Exning 
Road, Newmarket, near the Newmarket 
Motor Company. 

The victim, a man in his 30s, was punched in 
the face in the attack.

The second youth was white and had a lip 
piercing. The third youth was white, with 
blond hair.

A14 must get 
priority - Major 


THERE is no doubt the A14 
needs improving and that 
it poses a “big problem”, 
former Prime Minister Sir 
John Major has said. 

He spoke out after the Weekly 
News revealed how the 
desperately-needed revamp of 
the road had run into further 
delays. 

Sir John said: “It is a big 
problem and I hope it will receive 
priority. 

“It is in need of improvement, 
there is no conceivable doubt 
about that.” 

The Weekly News revealed how 
the Highways Agency had failed to 
hit a deadline for publishing draft 
orders setting out the route of the 
proposed new road and that it had 
not yet issued an environmental 
impact statement showing how the 
road would affect the countryside 
and wildlife. 

Both documents should have 
been published by now, but are 
now not expected until the aut¬ 
umn.

In a letter to John Bridge, chief 
executive of Cambridgeshire 
Chambers of Commerce, Trans¬ 
port Secretary Lord Adonis said 
more work was necessary to 
ensure the assessment of future 
traffic flows was “robust”. 

Mr Bridge, who has consist¬ 
ently called for action to improve 


the AJ4, said: “We welcome Mr 
Major’s intervention and very 
much appreciate his support. 

“It will be the next government 
that makes the ultimate decision 
on funding for the AJ4. That will 
not be until after June 20 JO. 

“If there is a Conservative 
government, we would welcome 
John Major’s involvement in 
impressing on them the need to 
get on with it.”

20JJ - the Highways Agency said 
carrying out the additional traffic 
assessment would not affect the 
proposed start date.

Now in its eighth year, the aim is to 
surpass last year’s record total of £42,500 
and the money will benefit two good 
causes - the Arthur Rank Hospice in 
Cambridge and Press Relief, the 
community fund run by our sister paper, 
the Cambridge News. 


The launch was held at the St 
Andrew’s Street branch of the 
Cambridge Building Society (CBS), the 
walk’s headline sponsor. 

Lucy Day, fundraiser for Arthur Rank, 
said it needed to raise just over 2p every 
minute to generate the £1.2 million to 
meet its commitments and deliver “life- 
changing” care. 

Andy Gough, chairman of Press Relief, 
thanked CBS and two regular supp¬ 
orters, Cambridge University and 
Cambridge University Press. 

He said: “Press Relief was founded 
eight years ago.

Multi use 
agreed for 
old club 


PLANNERS have agreed 
that a former Conser¬ 
vative Club can be con¬ 
verted into a shop, rest¬ 
aurant, takeaway - or 
bank. 

The club, in Exeter Road, 
Newmarket, closed in January 
after 116 years due to falling 
membership and income. 

Now Forest Heath District 
Council has approved a plan 
to convert the building into 
two units as a restaurant and 
cafe. 

But the permission for 
change of use also allows it to 
be used as a shop, pub, bank 
or building society. 

It sets an 11pm closing time 
for takeaway use, with the 
exception of Saturdays, when 
takeaways can be sold up to 
midnight. 

Opening hours for res¬ 
taurant, cafe or pub use have 
been set as 8am to lam Mon¬ 
day to Saturday and 9am to

The scheme involves partial 
demolition of the building 
and a new glazed shopfront 
on Exeter Road. 

Permission has been 
granted to Foremark Estates of 
Oxfordshire.

Man spared jail after 
stabbing at takeaway 


A MAN “overreacted” by 
stabbing another man who 
knocked off his glasses and 
made him drop his takeaway. 

Fraser Thompson, 41, struck 
out with a small knife causing 
three wounds to Ronnie 
Houghton, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard. 

Thompson, of Leaders Way, 
Newmarket, admitted a 
charge of wounding following 
the incident at the KFC 
takeaway in High Street, 
Newmarket. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
John Devaux said he accepted 
that Thompson had been 
provoked, but said: “It was not 
necessary to produce a knife.” 

Sentencing Thompson to 
18 weeks in prison, suspended 
for 12 months, Judge Devaux 
told him he must also 
complete 100 hours of unpaid 


community work and pay 
£500 victim compensation. 

Judge Devaux said the 
penalty had been reduced 
because of the part Mr 
Houghton had played in the 
incident. 

The court heard that a 
witness to the incident had 
said Mr Houghton appeared 
under the influence of drink 
or drugs and seemed to be 
looking for a fight. 

Michael Crimp, prosecu¬ 
ting, said Mr Houghton was 
initially unaware he had been 
injured after being “jabbed” 
with the small knife 
Thompson had with him. One 
wound required stitches. 

Greg Perrins, defence 
barrister, said: “This was an 
overreaction to an ugly and 
unpleasant incident that was 
not of his making.” 
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Homes plan for leisure site 

UP to 14 new homes could be built on the site of 
a snooker and bowling centre, if planners agree. 
An application for planning permission has been 
submitted to Forest Heath District Council for the 
development in All Saints Road, Newmarket. 

The scheme, proposed by Delstore Leisure, 
involves demolition of the existing Newmarket 
Snooker and Bowl Centre and creating a new 
access road into the development. 

Arrest after cannabis raid 

POLICE arrested a man after raiding a drug “farm” 
set up in a house. 

Officers with a search warrant raided a house at 
Macpherson Robertson Way, Mildenhall, on 
Thursday. They seized around 80 cannabis plants 
together with hydroponic equipment. 

David Moss, 42, of Benfleet, Essex, was charged 
with producing cannabis and is due to appear 
before magistrates at Bury St Edmunds on 
Tuesday, June 30, after being released on bail.

I have a thatched cottage and the 
wasps had built a nest at the front 
and I couldn t get in because they 
were flying around the front door. 


DETAILS of MPs’ 
expenses claims have 
finally been published by 
the House of Commons - 
but many of the details 
which caused a public 
outcry have been 
omitted. 

Information about many 
claims that provoked public 
outrage has been blacked out of 
the official paperwork, which is 
now included on the Commons 
website. 

The release of tens of 
thousands of claim forms and 
receipts on the website more 
than a year after the High Court 
ordered their publication is 
likely to lead to demands for 
greater openness. 

It is impossible to identify 
many of the abuses which came 
out as a result of the earlier leak 
of the same material to the 
Daily Telegraph - before crucial 
details were blacked out. 

There are no addresses for 
MPs’ homes, meaning it would 
have been virtually impossible 
to identify so-called “flipping”, 
whereby MPs switch the 
designation of their second 
properties to maximise their 
claims. 

Also “redacted” - in other 
words edited out - are the 
names and details of people 
and companies to whom 
payments were made using 
expenses. Correspondence 
between MPs and the Com¬ 
mons Fees Office has also been 
removed.

for a duck house. 

In May, it was revealed South 
Cambridgeshire MP and 
shadow health secretary 
Andrew Lansley would refund 
£2,600 claimed for improve¬ 
ments to his thatched Tudor 
cottage in Cambridgeshire, 
which was redecorated using 
expensive Farrow & Ball paint 
before being sold in 2006. 

After the latest details were 
officially released, Mr Lansley 
was keen to play down the 


publication, arguing that no 
new embarrassing pieces of 
information would be emerging 
and insisting there had been no 
wrongdoing on his part. 

He said: “I, along with other 
members of the party, did 
voluntarily pay money back, 
not as an admission of 
wrongdoing, but to recognise 
that the public felt the expenses 
system was over-generous.” 

He also said he did not see 
the need for personal details to 
be blanked out, adding: “People 


who want to know where I live 
can look me up in the phone 
book.” 

lim Paice, Tory representative 
for South East Cambridgeshire, 
said he felt some of the 
censoring of details had been 
excessive. 

He said: “I am pleased 
addresses and bank details have 
been kept private, but there are 
some things which I do not 
think should have been. 

“I do think they have gone 
over the top with hiding some 


of the details and that could 
make the general public 
suspicious.” 

Scotland Yard officers could 
announce full criminal 
investigations into a handful of 
MPs over their expenses within 
weeks. 

Commissioner Sir Paul 
Stephenson declined to 
speculate on how many MPs 
might face a police probe, 
which includes the prospect of 
being interviewed under 
caution or even arrested.

Cash fears 
hit project 
at hospital

LOOKING at the fields around 
Addenbrooke’s shows you 
something big is going on. 

A small army of diggers and lorries 
have been at work on a spur of the 
guided busway that will link to 
Addenbrooke’s and an access road that 
will connect the hospital with the Mil. 

The new transport links are needed 
to ferry staff and patients to the 
transformed Addenbrooke’s set out in 
the hospital’s 2020 Vision. 

The ambitious expansion plan aims 
to double the size of the site and create 
a biomedical campus of international 
standing. 

A new £200 million home for Pap- 
worth Hospital is part of the vision, 
with an £80 million children’s hospital 
and new emergency department 
among the other possibilities. But the 
vision is jarring against uncomfortable 
realities. 

Despite the fact that outline planning 
permission was given by Cambridge 
City Council in November 2007, final 
approval has still not been awarded. 

The reason for the hold-up lies with 
those transport links and with the 
tough economic climate. For every 
development, whether a hospital 
expansion or housing, the developer 
must make a contribution to services 
or infrastructure that is needed for the 
development. 

In the case of the 2020 Vision, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council requires 
several millions of pounds in pay¬ 
ments towards the guided busway and 
access road from the developers, 
Countryside Properties and Liberty 
Property Trust UK. 

For the council, the sticking point is 
the need for guarantees that it will be 
repaid the money it borrowed to spend 
on the guided bus spur and access road 
- whatever happens in the future. The 
council says it is making sure tax¬ 
payers are protected from risk. 

But until a Section 106 agreement is 
in place, planning permission cannot 
be given. And until there is planning 
permission, Papworth cannot get on 
with the tough business of asking the 
Government to back a major public 
building project, to be funded under 
the Private Finance Initiative (PFI), 
during a recession. 

Robert Burgin, Papworth chairman, 
told a governors’ meeting this week 
that the delay was “beyond a joke”. 

Mr Burgin described a move from 
Papworth’s outdated current home as 
“clinically necessary”, adding: “The 
quicker we get on with it the safer it is 
for our patients.” 

Stephen Bridge, Papworth chief 
executive, said the delay hinged on 
“last minute details to be resolved 
between the developers and the 
landowner”. 


Another by-product of the Section 
106 saga is the half-built Addenbrooke’s 
access road, which has been left as a 
“road to nowhere” stopping short of 
the hospital at the railway line. 

The developers will fill in the final 
stretch, the section they are respon¬ 
sible for, when a Section 106 is in place 
and planning permission is given. 

Graham Hughes, the county coun¬ 
cil’s director of growth and infra¬ 
structure, said the council was “work¬ 
ing hard” to end the 2020 delays, add¬ 
ing: “We understand the need for 
Papworth to get this issue resolved.” 

Mr Hughes said: “There are issues 
between us and the developers in terms 
of guarantees that we require all 
developers to make in terms of Section 
106 payments. 

“I would stress the point that what 
we are dealing with is something very 
different to the way Section 106 
agreements normally work.” 

He added: “What we are asking now 
is for the means of guaranteeing that 
money does come back to us. We don’t 
want to sign any agreement without 
specific guarantees.” 

The council aimed to “ensure local 
taxpayers’ money is protected”, Mr 
Hughes said. 

He added: “A lot of the issues we are 
facing on these legal agreements are 
because of the difficult economic 
climate. Things that might have been 
easy to agree a while ago are not easy 
now. Developers need to protect 
themselves as well.” 

A spokesman for Countryside Prop¬ 
erties and Liberty Property Trust UK 
said payments for major infrastructure 
were agreed nine months ago and the 
timing of the payments was agreed six 
months ago. 

The spokesman said the delays were 
“beyond the control of the developers 
and their partners”, adding: “The 
developers would like to urge the 
planning authorities to expedite the 
planning consent as soon as possible so 
that they can go on to create a ‘can-do’ 
scientific health care centre of 
excellence in Cambridge including a 
new Laboratory of Molecular Biology 
for the Medical Research Council, a 
new home for Papworth Hospital and 
the expansion of Addenbrooke’s.”

NEW climate projections show 
UK residents need to prepare 
for a warmer future - with 
residents in the east of 
England expected to 
experience highs of 36C 
during the summer in the 
2050s. 

The UK Climate Projections 2009 
(UKCP09) confirm that the UK is 
likely to see hotter, drier summers 
and warmer, wetter winters coupled 
with more frequent extreme weather 
such as flooding, heatwaves and 
droughts. 

The projections underline the need 
to take action now to limit the severity 
of change, Environment Secretary 
Hilary Benn announced last week. 

In the eastern region in the 2050s, 
people can expect the average 
warmest summer day to be 32C, 
compared to a figure of 29C today. 

The average annual temperature 
estimate for the region is expected to 
be about 12C, while its average 
annual rainfall estimate is 602mm - 
compared to IOC and 606mm, 
respectively, today. 

The average wettest winter day in 
the east is expected to be about 
14mm - compared to 12mm today, 
while the average annual winter 
rainfall estimate is 165mm, compared 
to 144mm today. 


Met Office chief scientist lulia 
Slingo said: “Through UKCP09 the 
Met Office has provided the world’s 
most comprehensive regional climate 
projections with a unique assessment 
of the possible changes to our climate 
through the rest of this century. For 
the first time businesses and 


authorities have the tools to help 
them make risk-based decisions to 
adapt to the challenges of our 
changing climate.” 

The Government’s conservation 
agency, Natural England, said the 
research showed the urgent need to 
help the UK countryside adapt to a 


changing climate, to ensure it 
continues delivering benefits such as 
clean water, productive soils and 
coastal defences. 

Helen Phillips, Natural England’s 
chief executive, said: “Protecting the 
natural environment is essential if 
society is to successfully adapt to 


these changes. We have to go much 
further in enabling the environment 
to adapt if it is to continue to provide 
the range of services that we often 
take for granted, but which are 
fundamental to our society, our 
wildlife and the health of our 
countryside.”

Thieves target police sat 
navs during emergencies 


YOU can’t always rely on 
a police officer for 
directions - after 18 sat 
navs belonging to the 
Cambridgeshire force 
have been stolen. 

Opportunist thieves 
have struck as officers 
abandon their patrol 
vehicles to deal with 
emergencies. 

The thefts from patrol 
vehicles come despite 
repeated warnings from 
officers not to leave 
valuables on display in 
cars. 

From April 2004, 
Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary has spent a 
total of £76,631 on the 
direction-finding devices, 
which includes 

accessories, according to 
figures released under the 
Freedom of Information 
Act. 

Of the 29 satnavs 
recorded stolen in that 
time, 11 were swiped 
from police “trap cars” 
during the force’s bid to 
tackle an increase in sat- 
nav thefts. 

The operation led to 
several arrests. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “In the past four 
years, there have been 18 
satellite navigation

systems stolen from 
police vehicles. 

“Unfortunately, due to 
the nature of our work, 
officers are often in 
situations where they 
need to abandon their 
vehicle very quickly to 
deal with an emergency 
situation and these tend 
to be the moments the 
opportunist thief seizes 
upon. 

“We would always 
advise motorists to take 
all valuables with them 
when leaving their 
vehicle unattended. 

“In the past four years, 
11 satellite navigation 


systems have been stolen 
from police ‘trap cars’. 

In every case, the 
property was recovered 
and the offender 
arrested.” 

Thieves home in on 
more than one sat nav a 
day in Cambridge. 

In just 24 days last year, 
39 satnav units were 
stolen in the Cambridge 
area. 

And the thefts rocketed 
five-fold within two years. 

Last year, more than 
1,000 of the gadgets were 
stolen by thieves who also 
damaged cars in their 
attempts to grab the 
devices. 

The increase from 217 
in 2005-06 to 824 in 2006- 
07 and 1,019 in 2007-08 
prompted police to urge 
motorists to get smart. 

Speaking about the 
increase last year, 
assistant chief constable 
of Cambridgeshire police, 
Mark Hopkins, said: 
“Sadly, it also shows that 
too many drivers are 
failing to heed the 
message about leaving 
them on display in their 
vehicles for opportunist 
thieves to help 
themselves.”

Woolies could

AN EMPTY Woolworths 
store could be converted 
into a public library, 
according to a district 
council chairman. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chairman 
of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, is urging neighbouring 
councils to take up the idea to 
find a use for the Newmarket 
High Street store. 

Cllr Cresswell lives in 
Peterhouse Drive, Newmarket, 
and represents Cheveley ward on 
East Cambs council. 

His council has no 
responsibility for the High Street 
but is urging the councils that do 
- Forest Heath District Council 
and Suffolk County Council, to 
find a “practical solution” to the 
problem. 

Newmarket’s Woolworths 
branch closed just after 
Christmas last year and has

remained empty since then. 

Cllr Cresswell said: “I am aware 
that Suffolk County Council has 
been seeking alternative premises 
for the library for a considerable 
amount of time. Being at ground 
floor level, the Woolworths site 
would be ideal.” 

The town’s library is upstairs in 
the Guineas Centre and people 
with mobility problems have to 


use a lift to get to the main area. 

Cllr Cresswell also suggested 
that Newmarket’s Citizens Advice 
Bureau, currently at Foley Gate, 
on the county council’s Foley 
House education centre site, 
could also move into the former 
Woolworths. 

He said the current cramped 
CAB building was “barely fit for 
purpose” at a time when more 
people are seeking help due to 
the recession. 

Cllr Cresswell, who has 
previously chaired the 
Newmarket CAB management 
committee, said: “Transferring 
the CAB to the Woolworths site, 
together with the library, would 
be a very positive move for the 
town. 

“There could also be scope to 
include other support services. I 
would like to see a ‘One Stop 
Shop’ available in the town to 
serve the residents of both Forest 
Heath and East Cambridgeshire 
District Councils. 

“I definitely think my idea is 
worthy of consideration.”

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Quadrophenia 
in new clothes 


A NEW stage adaptation of 
QUADROPHENIA-the 
seminal story of the 60 s 
Mod era as seen through 
the eyes of a hedonistic 
teenager - has arrived in 
Cambridge. 

Here, legendary Who guitarist 
and songwriter Pete Townsend 
shares his thoughts on the 
production, which is being 
performed at Cambridge Arts 
Theatre this week. 

■ How did you come to write 
Quadrophenia ? 

I have a strange way of 
approaching what I do. I am 
inspired by very diverse 
circumstances and conditions. 
With Quadrophenia, a very wide 
range of inspirational strands 
came together in a very short 
space of time. The Who as a band 
decided to build a commercial 
studio for themselves. I was 
already building a private studio 
for myself in the country. I was 
also pursuing a new idea, telling a 
story using sound effects. So I 
was often out and about with a 
field recorder listening to trains, 
birds, cars, planes, rivers, the sea 
and the chatter of people in pubs. 

In the midst of all this came the 
news that quadraphonic sound 
was about to arrive as a domestic 
format on vinyl records. Pink 


Floyd had already pioneered four- 
channel sound in their concerts, 
but what excited me was bringing 
The Who - an astonishing band to 
stand in the middle of when they 
played at full tilt - to life on vinyl 
in surround sound. 

At the same time, I felt I wanted 
to try to compose a set of songs 
about the internal struggle I saw 
so many of my peers were still 
experiencing. A lot of them 
seemed to have drug and alcohol 
issues that had turned into 
psychoses. Remember that my 
immediate peers had all been 
Mods, most of them, and so it 
was natural to set the story in the 
closing years of that movement. 
Subsequently the idea was 
somewhat deepened, but also 
somewhat confused, by the 
notion that a member of The Who 
could reflect each facet of 
Jimmy’s character. I am still 
uneasy about this. This is the 
story of a member of our 
audience not of the band, but we 
had big egos and wanted to 
feature in the story somewhere. 

■ What can audiences expect 
from this new adaptation? 

We are hoping for a new kind of 
musical. That is probably 
dangerous, but that is what we 
want. It will not resemble the film, 
except that I believe The Girl 
(Sydney Rae White) will be more 
important in this play than she 


was on the album and more 
pivotal than in the film. On the 
album we only observed the girl 
from Jimmy’s screwed-up point 
of view. In the film, and more so 
in our play, we see her as real 
person, with her own story to tell 
and her own frustrations about 
what Mods did and did not 
achieve. 

I want the show to entertain, of 
course, but a grander mission is 
to see it connect with the 
audience as well. Good rock 
music, as we now call my kind of 
pop, must be functional, it has to 
do something more than just 
entertain. 

■ How do you think new 
audiences - those who have yet 
to discover the film - and 
existing fans will respond to this 
adaptation? 

I have no idea. But the young 
cast members all said they felt a 
connection with the issues it 
embraces. But then they would, 
wouldn’t they? My concern is that 
Mod old-timers might get too 
caught up in what they believe to 
be the fine details. We are not 
trying to recreate the Mod world.

Fun taking those 
first Sunny Steps

WHETHER they’re stomping 
across the floor like a dinosaur 
or flying round the room like a 
fairy, the children at Sunny 
Steps clearly have a whale of 
a time. 

Beaming from ear to ear, the pre¬ 
schoolers jump and jive, wriggle and 
even do forward rolls around the 
dance floor. 

“The reward for me is seeing their 
faces,” admits Alison Thompson, 
who runs Sunny Steps, a dance and 
movement class for 2 to 4-year-olds. 
“They absolutely beam. And I love to 
see that moment when they have 
enough confidence to take a step 
away from their parent or carer and 
join in: they really listen to what I’m 
saying and focus on what we’re 
doing ... That’s a very special 
moment.” 

Alison, herself a trained dancer, set 
up Sunny Steps in 2002 - when her 
eldest child, Katie, now 9, was just 2 
years old. 

“I went to lots of groups,” she 
explains. “And I realised that I was 
doing things at home that we didn’t 
do in the classes - like creeping 
round the kitchen like tigers, or flying 
around like Peter Pan. 

“Several of my friends said ‘We 
don’t do that, we do “the wheels on 
the bus’” - and if you did a group 
we’d be interested in coming along. I 
went home and wrote down some 
ideas, I ended up with reams and 
reams! I then made it more 
structured, and so Sunny Steps was 
born.” 

Alison started dancing when she 
was tiny and says ballet was her first 
passion. 

At 18, on finishing her A levels, she

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went on to study at the London 
Contemporary Dance School; after 
performing professionally, she then 
started to teach. 

When she became a mum - she 
now has three children, Lucy, 7, and 
Benjamin, 4, as well as Katie - Alison 
decided she wanted a job which 
would fit in with family life. And 
Sunny Steps, she adds, does just 
that. 

Every session begins with a 
warm-up, followed by all kinds of 
movement and dance - using props, 
like ribbons and pom-poms, a wide 
range of music, from nursery rhymes 
to Elvis, and plenty of imagination. 

“We were doing Bob the Builder 
today,” laughs Alison. “So we had to 
spin round and round like Dizzy and 
wash the windows at Farmer Pickles’ 
house...” 

Alison runs four weekly Sunny 
Steps classes - in Papworth Everard, 
St Ives, Chesterton and Cambourne. 


All are drop-in sessions which she 
describes as “fun, friendly and 
relaxed”. 

“I think the sessions boost 
children’s confidence. They introduce 
them to movement and exercise, 
what our bodies can do - like stretch 
up high, crouch down low, move 
quickly, move slowly. It’s also good 
for their balance and spatial 
awareness. 

“At the end of the class I ask the 
children to help me put the props 
away. They sit at one end of the room 
I stand at the other. And I ask them 
each, in turn, to bring back their 
ribbon, feather, whatever. 

“Some children run, which is great. 
But, occasionally, a child will try 
something different - like doing 
rolypolys - and that’s fantastic.”

Smelling of roses 
is best and worst 


R oses are Britain's 
favourite plant, 
according to a new 
poll - but they are also on 
our most hated list. 

Some 7,500 people voted 
online to establish the nation’s 
gardening loves and hates in the 
inaugural Gardeners’World 
Awards 2009. Roses topped the 
poll as the most loved plant, but 
also the most hated. 

While some loved the variety 
of appealing scents and styles, a 
long flowering season and an 
iconic image of romance, others 
damned them for “all those 
prickles and overblown 
blossoms”. 

Roses can also be plagued by 
aphids and blackspot, and can 
demand high maintenance. 

So how can we turn our most 
hated plant into one that we will 
all love and cherish? 

Adam Pasco, editor of BBC 
Gardeners’ World magazine, 
insists that choosing roses is a 
very personal thing, and that 
someone else’s taste may not be 
yours. 

“Don’t tar all roses with the 
same brush. Just because some 
roses don’t appeal doesn’t mean 
there aren’t others out there 
you’ll love,” he says. 

“There are roses to suit every 
style and taste. Look further than 
those in local garden centres to 
discover the rich and diverse 
range available from specialist 
rose nurseries. 

“You’ll find them all on the 
internet, with colours to suit any 
scheme. Don’t grow them in 
isolation, but mix roses with

other flowers to create 
enchanting combinations.” 

Names play a big part in rose 
appeal, he believes. 

“Dozens of new varieties join 
old favourites each year, but 
those we love tend to have 
names that are personal and 
meaningful. 

“Their name is often as 
important as colour, shape and 
form, so search around for roses 
with names that really mean 
something to you.” 

If you want roses with real 
flower power, choose repeat¬ 
flowering varieties that bloom 
again and again, right through to 
the autumn. 

“For many people, a rose 
without scent simply isn’t worth 
growing,” Pasco advises. “While 
cut blooms in supermarkets 
often smell of nothing, those 
being bred for our gardens offer 
stunning fragrance to die for. 

“In fact, good fragrance comes 
at the top of the list with most 
rose breeders, as they know 
that’s what people are now 
looking for.” 

Roses used to have a 
reputation for being high- 
maintenance and demanding a 


time-consuming regular care 
regime, but now there are many 
new types on the market which 
simply don’t need as much 
looking after. 

Sweet peas and fuchsias came 
second and third in the nation’s 
favourite garden plant category, 
while ivy and hostas were the 
second and third most 
unpopular. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Heuchera 

This evergreen ground cover 
plant has been used in 
abundance in all the gardening 
shows this year, its upright stems 
bearing small flowers which 
attract bees. 

I love the darker-leafed 
varieties such as H Chocolate 
Ruffles, with its brown, ruffled 
leaves and H micrantha Palace 
Purple, a clump-forming 
perennial with dark, purple-red 
foliage topped with airy sprays of 
white flowers in summer. If you 
want vivid green leaves, go for H 
Green ivory, which forms bright 
green, lobed and rounded foliage 
that can make an effective edging 
plant. It produces small green 
flowers on upright stems in early 
summer and will tolerate full 
shade where the ground is 
constantly damp. 

Heucheras are best planted in 
groups. Many are very tough and 
will tolerate - and even thrive in - 
a semi-shaded position, and are 
not pH sensitive. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Kohl Rabi 

The unusual bulbs, or swollen 
stems, of this vegetable are best 
picked and eaten raw grated in 
salads when they are a bit bigger 
than a golf ball. Sown in April, 
May and June, they can be 
harvested in eight to J2 weeks. 

At this time of year you can 
sow the seeds directly into the 
soil thinly in drills with rows 
around J2 inches (30cm) apart. 
Thin the seedlings until plants 
are 4-6in (JO-J5cm) apart. Water 
and weed carefully to avoid 
damage to the thin stem, and 
make sure you don’t let the 
ground dry out or the kohl rabi 
will become tough and woody. 

Harvest by lifting the roots and 
removing the stem underneath 
the swollen bulb. 

Peel older bulbs before grating 
into salads, stir fries or boiling. 
Roots can be stored for a short 
time in boxes of sand or peat, 
once the outer leaves have been 
removed. Good varieties include 
’Kolibri FJ’, with its deep purple 
bulbs and white flesh, or ’Lanro’, 
a green type ideal for soups, 
coleslaw and salad. 

THREE WAYS TO . . . 

Keep hurls off fruit 

J. Net the plants of emerging 
fruits, but make sure you check it 
twice a day to ensure birds have 
not become trapped. 

2. Thread some old CDs 
through a washing line secured 
above crops such as strawberries 
- the movement and reflection 
should deter the birds. 

3. Install a fruit cage around

A FAMILY-SIZED 
hybrid vehicle - the 
Honda Insight - was 
named green car of 
the year by the 
Environmental 
Transport Association 
(ETA) this week. 

The Insight emits just 
101 grams of carbon 
dioxide per one 
kilometre (lOlg/k) and 
beat off the challenge of 
more than 1,300 other 
vehicles examined by the 
ETA. 


In contrast, the 
“dirtiest” car was found 
to be the 8-litre Dodge 
SRT-10 sports car, which 
emits 488g/k. 

The ETA said a year’s 
driving in the Dodge 
SRT-10 emits the same 
amount of C02 as is 
absorbed by 322 mature 
trees - the equivalent of 
an acre of oak forest. 

Other far-from-green 
vehicles were the Bentley 
Brooklands Coupe 
(465g/k), the Mercedes 
R-Class R63 AMG 


(387g/k) and the Cadillac 
Escalade (383g/k). 

Ultra-clean vehicles

speed (109g/k) and the 
Vauxhall Tigra 
1 . 3 C D T i 
(124g/k). 

ETA director 
Andrew Davis 
said: “The 

discrepancy 
between the 
greenest and 
the least green 
cars in Britain 
today is striking, 
but the market 
is changing and 
a combination 
of consumer 
pressure 
alongside 
Government 
leadership will 
result in an 
increasing 
choice of 
environ- 
mentally-sound 
cars. 

“The big 


problem is not the Dodge 
SRT-lOs and 

Lamborghinis because 
there are not many of 
them on the road. The 
concern is that people 
are continuing to buy 
cars that are much too 
big for their real needs.” 

The ETA said many of 
the most-polluting cars 
on British roads were 
signed up for the 
Government’s car 
scrappage scheme. 

The ETA said the 
initiative had been 
described as “green” 
because it aimed to 
replace older vehicles 
with new, fuel-efficient 
models. 

The ETA went on: “In 
theory it means someone 
who scraps a 1999 
Volkswagen Lupo TDi 3L, 
(81g/k) and buys a 2009 
Bentley Arnage (465g/k) 
would receive a £1,000 
taxpayer-funded 
payment. The Bentley 
produces more than five 
times as much C02 as 
the smaller car.”

Workshops for safer driving 


CONCERNS that young peo¬ 
ple are not equipped for driv¬ 
ing at work are being 
addressed by the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents, which is develop¬ 
ing free workshops to tackle 
issues uncovered in a major 
study of the problem 

The safety charity is now 
looking for 10 organisations 
which employ young drivers 
to pilot the Driving for Work 
workshops. The sessions have 
been specifically designed to 
help employers better equip 
and protect their staff aged 
between 17 and 24-years-old. 

A study conducted as part 
of RoSPA’s Young Drivers at 
Work project found more 
than 60 per cent of employers 


felt the current system of 
learner training and testing 
did not adequately prepare 
young people to drive as part 
of their job. 

Figures show young 
motorists are more at risk of 
being killed or injured on the 
roads than more experienced 
drivers and it is also estimat¬ 
ed one in three crashes in the 
UK involves a vehicle being 
driven for work. 

RoSPA will initially pilot 10 
interactive workshops, which 
are designed to be delivered 
in-company to groups of 10- 
15 young drivers, from next 
month until October. 

After the pilot workshops 
are completed, RoSPA will use 
feedback from the sessions to 


develop free training guides 
so that employers can run 
similar events for their own 
staff. 

The workshops will cover 
issues raised by employers who 
took part in the Young Drivers 
at Work project survey, includ¬ 
ing the differences between 
driving for work and what is 
covered in the learner test. 

Duncan Vernon, RoSPA 
road safety manager, said: “It 
is clear that further support is 
needed for young drivers at 
work, and employers have 
indicated they prefer face-to- 
face workshops as a way of 
giving that support. 

“The Driving for Work 
workshops have been devel¬ 
oped to go some way towards 


bridging the clear skills and 
training gap highlighted in 
our report, which was pub¬ 
lished earlier this year. 

“Many young drivers are 
currently required to drive in 
a context for which they are 
not adequately prepared, and 
these workshops offer a 
chance to address some of 
the issues they face. 

“lourney planning, hazard 
awareness and the causes of 
work accidents will be exam¬ 
ined, as will ways of influenc¬ 
ing the attitudes of young 
drivers.”

BELL KEEN FOR CONNOISSEUR TO TAKE FULL TOLL AFTER SURPRISE WIN 


July Cup firmly 
on Art agenda 


ART Connoisseur is reported to be in top 
shape following his surprise victory in the 
Golden Jubilee Stakes at Royal Ascot on 
Saturday. 

The three-year-old colt showed that his 
injury problems were well and truly behind 
him when he finally fulfilled the potential of 
his Coventry Stakes victory 12 months ago. 

Art Connoisseur, sent off at 20-1, put a 
truly international field in its place with 
victory over American challenger 
Cannonball in the Group One over six 
furlongs. 

“He’s fine this morning. He’s going to have 
a canter tomorrow and hopefully the splint 
issue is behind him now. He’s not at all sore 
this morning and he was very impressive 
yesterday,” said trainer Michael Bell the day 
after the race. 

“The splint has settled in time but what I 
didn’t know was whether going at racing 
pace would affect him. It didn’t, which was 
good.” 

The Darley July Cup at Newmarket next 
month is the obvious next target as long as 
the ground is suitable. 

“All being well it’s the July Cup, but fast 
ground is the key. We will monitor the 
ground, that is a prerequisite for him, but 
that would be very much the plan,” Bell 
added. 

“That Coventry form was rock solid, so if 
he was back to his best, he would have a 
chance and unbeknown to his trainer

A TRIP to Germany later this summer for a first 
Group One win could await Bronze Cannon 
after his narrow defeat of Campanologist in the 
Hardwicke Stakes at Royal Ascot on Saturday. 

Newmarket trainer John Gosden had 
prepared the colt for a Derby attempt a year 
ago before a setback intervened, but it is now 
time for another shot at the big time. 

Gosden was on the mark for the first time this 
meeting - he has won at Ascot every year but 
one since 1990 - while jockey Jimmy Fortune 
could erase the memory of Delegator’s 
agonising defeat by Mastercraftsman in the 
St James’s Palace Stakes. 

The 2-1 favourite Campanologist and Frankie 
Dettori did very little wrong, hitting the front 
with what looked like a decisive move in the 
home straight, but he was collared by Bronze 


Cannon (8-1) inside the final furlong and 
beaten half a length. 

Gosden said: “He won the Jockey Club 
Stakes at Newmarket and picked up a 31b 
penalty for this. At that point I thought ‘uh-oh 
we are always going for the Hardwicke but it’s 
going to be difficult now’. 

“Frankie told me at the start of the week he 
thought Campanologist was his best chance of 
a winner, but our horse has shown tremendous 
courage. We would have to look at a Group 
One now. Maybe the Grosser Preis Von Baden 
would be a race.” 

Dettori was just denied again as ante-post 
gamble High Standing justified his Group-horse 
reputation in the Wokingham Handicap. 

The William Haggas-trained four-year-old 
came with a devastating late run under 


champion jockey Ryan Moore to grab the big 
six-furlong prize. 

The 6-1 chance got his nose in front in the 
last few strides on the far side to deny Dettori 
on Asset. Rock Of Rochelle was third, with 
long-time leader Markab fourth. 

Haggas now has his sights set on the 
Stewards’ Cup at Goodwood for the winner, a 
race he saddled a one-two in 12 months ago. 

He said: “He’s gone up in the weights for the 
future and had a 51b penalty, so effectively he 
was 21b well in. I was a bit concerned he might 
not get in the race then I was very concerned 
about the draw. 

“A high draw has been terrible all week. Today 
the middle was good ground and the far side 
was dry, so we might have got lucky with the 
draw. I think he’s a pretty useful horse.” 


Play-off bid 
setback for 
Fen Tigers

MILDENHALL’S play-off 
ambitions took a massive 
knock after suffering their first 
West Row defeat of the season 
thanks largely to Newport’s 
young-and-old duo. 

Veteran Tony Atkin, 43, proved 
there is plenty left in his locker 
with an immaculate five-ride 
maximum and Aussie teenage 
sensation Todd Kurtz, riding in 
his just his second fixture in 
the UK, was outstanding - 
reeling off five wins in one of 
the most impressive individual 
performances this year. 

The Fen Tigers had little 
answer to the Hornets pair. 
David Mason won the first of 
just two race victories for the 
hosts in heat three, reducing 
the deficit to 10-8, but the 
combination of Atkin and Kurtz, 
also well supported by Ryan 
Sedgmen, was too 
overpowering and the visitors 
led 28-20 after eight. 

Heats nine and 10 seemed 
Mildenhall’s chance to claw 
back points, but Newport 
showed no mercy. Mason and 
Dean Felton gated, but 
Sedgmen soon reeled them in 
- hitting the dirt as he took the 
pair on successive laps to seal 
a thrilling win. 

Even the dependable Barrie 
Evans had a rare meeting blip. 
Having locked on his first 
outing, which cost him the win, 
he simply missed the gate in 
heat 10 and Karl Mason put 
behind a forgettable start to 
take the chequered flag. 

It was a sheer despondent 
atmosphere in the Tigers camp 
during the interval and things 
were due to get even bleaker. 
Atkin and Sedgmen burst past 
Luke Priest on consecutive 
laps to grab a 5-1 in heat 11 
and even the tactical rides 
failed to deliver - with David 
Mason and Evans only able to 
grab seconds in the next two. 
The final word was left to Kurtz 
and Atkin, who slammed in 
wins in heats 14 and 15 and 
the Tigers fans facing up to 
the prospect of next tackling 
the division’s top two teams - 
Weymouth and Bournemouth.
